For 
public medical schools, average tuition and fees increased by 
4.7 percent for residents and by 4.3 percent for non-residents 
from 1998-99 to 1999-2000. Average tuition and fees for 
private schools increased by 4.0 percent for residents and by 
4.3 percent for non-residents during the same period.
